Committee on Sales Tax 
New Delhi, the 1th June 1963 

No. 20(1)63-B.O.T.— The Board of Trade has recommended 
that a Committee be appointed to study the question of inci- 
dence of sales taxes on coinmoditles exported from India and 
to suggest measures for grant of appropriate relief in the 
intcresLs of export trade. The Government accept the 
recommendation of the Board of Trade and have accordingly 
decided to set up a Committee.

(a) To study the incidence of State and Central sales 
taxes on commodities entering tire export trade of 
India and to indicate the quantum of relief to be 
provided in respect of each commodity; 

(b) to make recommendations in regard to tlie manner 
in which suclr relief is to be provided, whether by 
way of exemptions, rebates or set-offs, and the pto- 
ceiiure to be followed in connection therewith by 
each of the State Government and the Central Gov- 
ernment and for different export commodities; 

(c) to review the existing provisions in the sales tax laws 
in different States with particular reference to the 
provisiona relating to the grant of relief in respect 
of exported commodities and make recommendations 
for such amplification or modification thereof as may 
be considered necessary; and 

(d) to suggest such supplementaiy or ancillary measures 
as may be nece.saary In order to remove or mitigate 
the burden of States and Central sales taxes on 
exportable commodities in the interests of the 
development of India’s export trade. 

4. The Committee may meet at Delhi or in the capitals of 
any of the States or at any Important centre of trade and 
Industry in the country. 

5. The Committee will submit its report to the Govern- 
ment within a period of three months.

No. 21 /4/62-MI.— The Committee on Mine Safety Equip- 
menl. set up in pursuance of a recommendation of the Con- 
ference on Safety in Mines lield in 1959, obscrvctl in their 
Report that the problem of making available to the mining 
industry all the equipment and material necessary for its safe 
working involves a number ot diverse factors. On the one 
hand it is necessary to cn.sure that, in lire various schemes for 
industrial development of the connlry, due place and priority 
is given to the manufacture of mine safety equipment and 
material; on the other hand, it is equally vital that the 
requirements of such equipment, as are not manufactured 
within the Country, arc met speedily, and in full, through 
imports. The Committee therefore recommended the setting 
up of a standing Mines Safety Equipment Advisory Board, 
composed inter alia of representatives of mine owners, mine 
managers, mine workers and the Government Departments 
concerned for keeping this problctn constantly under review. 
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2. The Coveriimcnt of India have given tarcful considera- 
tion to the retoniinendation and have deiided that an Advisory 
Board siiould be ■set up on the lines retouimended by the 
Committee as follows: 

Tlte Chief Inspector of Mines will be the Chairman of die 
Board and a Regional Inspector of Minos, nominated by the 
Chief Inspector, will he its Secretary, The Board, in addi- 
tion will have 20 memhers, two to be nonitTiatcd by the 
Indian National Ttode Union Congress, New Delhi, and one 
each by the following;—
